in New Jersey and Virginia 
chose new governors today in a test of 
President Nixon’s prowess as a grass­ 
roots 
COP 
campaigner. Elsewhere, 
blacks made active bids for mayor in 
at least six of the major cities holding 
elections. 
Republicans 
were 
given the 
best 
chance 
in a century to win the Virginia 
statehouse, but their candidate, Linwood 
Holton, still was rated a slight under­ 
dog to Democrat William C. Battle, the 
Kennedy Administration’s ambassador to 
Australia. 
In New Jersey, there was a toss- 
up 
gubernatorial race between Re­ 
publican Congressman William T. Cahill 
and Robert B. Meyner, the Democrat 
who has held the post before. 
The President went into both states 
last week in a bid to add to the number 
of GOP-heldstatehouses, which have been 
20 to 30 over the past few years. 
Candidates in neither state were will­ 
ing to hazard a guess as to the impact 
on the voting of the President’s elec­ 
tion - eve speech to the nation on Viet­ 
nam. 
Negro incumbent Mayor Carl Stokes 
of Cleveland was given a slight edge 
for re-election, while the Detroit race 
involving a Negro was rated a toss- 
up. 
Stokes, the first Negro elected mayor 
of a major American city, sought re- 
election 
against Republican Ralph T. 
Perk. Blacks also were in mayoral 
Races in Detroit, Buffalo, Hartford and 
Waterbury, Conn., and Dayton, Ohio. 
Republican Mayor John V. Lindsay of 
New York City was seeking re-elec­ 
tion, this time as an independent, and 
was favored over Democrat Mario ,E. 
Procaccino, the city controller, and 
state legislator John J. Marchi, who 
beat Lindsay in the GOP prim ary. 
In Detroit’s nonpartisan election for 
mayor, County Auditor Richard H. Aus­ 
tin, a Negro, was pitted against Roman 
S. Gribbs, who is county sheriff and 
white. The race was so close that the 
authoritative Market Opinion Research 
Poll in the Detroit News refused to 
pick a winner.

The 
people’s Republic of Communist China 
cabled Secretary General Trygve Lie 
in 1950 protesting delay in ?eating its 
delegate to the United Nations, Chang 
Wentien. 
Now, 
nearly 20 years later, 
the 
struggle to keep Mao Tse Tung’s rep­ 
resentatives out of the General As­ 
sembly is an autumn ritual. 
“ To seat them in the United Nations 
would be to encourage aggression by 
rewarding the aggressor. . .’’ 
said 
Wei Taoming, the Nationalist Chinese 
foreign m inister, in opening the annual 
debate Monday. 
The UN’s General Assembly was ex­ 
pected to reject the seating of Peking 
just as it has for the past 19 years. 
Japanese 
Ambassador Senjin Tsur- 
ouka, on behalf of 12 other countries, 
has introduced the annual resolution 
declaring the matter an “ important ques­ 
tion” requiring two-thirds votes 
to 
pass. 
The two-thirds majority rule has never 
been needed because pro-Peking nations 
have never gathered even a simple maj­ 
ority. It was 58-44 to reject 
China 
last year. 
For the past three years, Italy has 
sponsored an always-rejected proposal 
for an investigation to find out whether 
China really wants admittance and will 
accept the term s of the U.N. Charter. 
There may be some basic for such 
a question. Peking's foreign m inister, 
Chen Yi, in 
1963 characterized 
the 
United Nations as “ a monkey show man­ 
ipulated by die United States which 
China will not associate with.” 
McDonnell

A $57,288,321 contract for Delta launch 
support services and production has been 
awarded to the McDonnell Douglas As­ 
tronautics Company by the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration’s God- 
dard Space Flight Center, it was an­ 
nounced today. 
The contract covers a two-year period 
and includes launch support services on 
the Western Test Range at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base and at Cape Kennedy. 
The contract also calls for the pro­ 
duction of 16 second stages, fairings 
and associated hardware for the Delta 
vehicle, which can be configured in eith­ 
e r two or three stages. F irst stage of 
the Delta is the Thor booster which 
McConnell Douglas produces for the 
Air Force’s Space and Missile Systems 
organization. 
Delta has launched a majority of the 
nation’s scientific satellites, success­ 
fully orbiting its payload in 67 of 73 
launches. The Delta is produced at Mc­ 
Donnell Douglas' Santa Monica location. 


Fulbright declares Nixon wrong on war 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. J. Wil­ 
liam Fulbright announced today he would 
call new hearings soon on Vietnam, say­ 
ing President Nixon was wrong, mis­ 
taken and irrational in the course he set 
out for winding down the war. 
Fulbright had postponed new Vietnam 
hearings by his Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee pending Nixon’s speech Mon­ 
day night. He did not set a new date for 
them but said such a forum was needed 
to give the American people “ the truth’’ 
about the situation. 
While criticizing 
Nixon’s approach 
as “ historically wrong, historically in 
e rro r” 
and 
“ indistinguishable 
from 
Rusk and Johnson” — referring to for­ 
m er Secretary of State Dean Rusk and 
•former President Lyndon B. Johnson — 


Fulbright came out against plans for a 
big Washington antiwar demonstration 
next week. 
He said he disapproved of the so- 
called March on Washington set for Nov. 
15 and urged opponents of the war to stay 
in their home communities during pro­ 
tests which begin Nov. 13 and run through 
the 15th, 


Fulbright’s 
criticism of the Nixon 
speech was some of the harshest 
by 
leaders of Congress. Much of the oppo­ 
sition centered on refusal by Nixon to 
repudiate the Saigon regime or offer 
a timetable for U.S. troop withdrawals. 
Supporters of the President contend­ 
ed he had laid out the situation honestly, 
explained his plan as much as he dared 


and that he should now get the public 
support he sought —particularly from the 
“ silent majority” to which he particu­ 
larly appealed. 
Fulbright 
contended 
that 
Nixon’s 
argument that a bloodbath would follow 
a precipitate U.S. withdrawal was “whol­ 
ly irrational.” 
He said if Nixon’s views were right, 
then there was “ no justification for wind­ 
ing down the war. We should go on and 
win it.” But if there is no justification 
for it, he said, “ it ought to be liquidat­ 
ed.’’ 


One thing was sure: the speech spur­ 
red on organizers of next week’s renewed 
war protest. 
Rennie Davis, an antiwar 
organizer 


now standing trial for conspiracy in 
Chicago, said: “ our answer will be half a 
million people in Washington demanding 
immediate and total withdrawal.” 


Ted Johnson, a spokesman for the 
New Mobilization Committee 
in Wash­ 
ington, called the speech “ an insult 
to the intelligence of the 
American 
people” and predicted “ unprecedent­ 
ed numbers” would turn out next week 
“ to 
legally and nonviolently 
make 
known their desires in the only way 
now left to them.” 


Nixon’s Press Secretary. 
Ronald 
Ziegler, said the White House switch­ 
board 
immediately 
was 
swamped 
with 
phone 
calls — “ at least 95 per 
cent positive.” 


Ziegler said about 1,000 calls came 
from throughout the United States and 
Canada, 
most callers 
referred 
to 
themselves as members of the “ silent 
m ajority.” Nixon .quickly got some high- 
level 
congressional 
support. House 
Speaker John W. McCormack 
said the 
plan was “ sound, logical and in our 
best interests.’’ 


Both Republican congressional lead­ 
ers — Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania 
and Rep. Gerald R. Ford of Michigan 
said the President had been candid with 
the public, and now it was time to back 
him up. Rep. Rogers C. B. Morton, 
R-Md., Republican National 
chairman, 
urged the public to write and wrie the 
White House in support.

Balloting was light this morning as 
voters went to the polls in three divi­ 
sions of Santa Ynez River Water Con­ 
servation District to elect as many di­ 
rectors. Polls will remain open until 7 
P.m. 
An estimated 
4.8 per cent of the eli­ 
gible voters in the three divisions had 
voted by 10:30 a.m. A breakdown showed 
133 voters or 4.7 per cent of the eligi­ 
ble voters had cast their ballots in Di­ 
vision 1 covering the northwest quarter 
of Lompoc, the FCI and that portion of 
Vandenberg Village located south of 
Lompoc - Casmalia Road. 
The race pits C. Richard Henning, in- 
cumbent 
against challenger Gary J. 
Dunlap. 
In Division 4 precinct workers said 
54 voters, 
or 15.7 per cent of the 344 
registered 
voters, 
had cast their bal­ 
lots by 10:30 a.m. The race pits William 
Laranjo, 
incumbent, against challeng­ 
e r Alfred B. (Burt) Jory. 
By the same hour, 90 voters, 
or 
3.4 per cent of the Division 5’s 2,597 
eligible voters had cast their ballots. 
The race pits Andrew T. Petersen, in­ 
cumbent against challenger Jack Moore. 
A total of 19 absentee ballots were 
in the hands of county election officials. 
County Clerk Jack Lewis declined to 
predict the level of the turnout, but he 
told the Record he “ would be glad if 
there were 30 per cent of the registered 
voters casting their ballots.” 
Pre-election interest centered on the 
race in Division 1 where Dunlap challeng­ 
ed Henning. TTie division includes a large 
urban vote which could decide the elec­ 


tion. Dunlap based his campaign on his 
prom ise to expedite the construction of 
proposed Lompoc Narrows Dam and 
reservoir. Henning has opposed the ear­ 
ly construction of the water conserva­ 
tion facility. 
In 1967 a large urban vote in Division 
2 which covers the southern half of the 
City of Lompoc, went to Virgil Phelps 
in a victory over an incumbent. 
The election in Division 4 hinges on the 
political 
temperment of a relatively 
large urban vote in Buellton. For some 
months there has been evidence that 
commercial interests 
favored Lompoc 
Dam because it would make Buellton an 
important gateway to the recreation 
areas of the proposed project. Observers 
have speculated that the urban vote could 
go to Jory the challenger against Laran­ 
jo the incumbent. 
The decision in Division 5 hinges on 
Moore’s success in convincing the vot­ 
e rs that it’s 
time for a change, or on 
Petersen’s success in retaining the sol­ 
id support he has enjoyed through the 
years. Petersen woulddelay the Lompoc 
Project, while Moore has said he will 
represent a consensus of the political 
clim ate of his constituents. 
The election was considered crucial to 
the composition 
of the five-man board 
of directors. 
Dunlap’s 
election over 
Henning or the success of either Jory 
over Laranjo or Moore over Petersen 
would add at least one p ro -am director 
to the board. Phelps and R. B. McClel­ 
lan, who round out the board, have been 
favorable 
to the early construction of 
the dam project. 


Nixon says support 
will help win war 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-P resid en t Nix­ 
on said today he was overwhelmed by an 
outpouring of public support for his plan 
to extricate the United States from the 
Vietnam war. 
On the morning after his broadcast 
saying he had worked exit with Saigon a 
plan for complete withdrawal of all Amer­ 
ican forces from Vietnam, Nixon met 
briefly with reporters, sitting behind 
stacks of telegram s on his Oval Office 
desk. 
“ It’s very important in our quest for 
peace to realize the country is behind 
you,” he said some 13 hours after ap­ 
pealing for public support for his course 
to wind down the war. 
He added: “I would put it this way 
very flatly —this demonstration of sup­ 
port can have more effect on ending the 
war sooner than the most skilled diplo­ 
macy, m ilitary tactics or training of 
South Vietnamese forces.” 
In the speech to the nation — and the 
world — Monday night from the same 
desk where he displayed the wires, Nix­ 
on had asked the “ silent m ajority” of 
Americans to support him in his plan 
to get out of Vietnam. 
He did not fix a timetable for pulling 
out all troops, saying it would be a 
gradual process which could be acceler­ 
ated as South Vietnam was able to 
take over more and more of its own 
defenses. 
P ress Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said the outpouring of w ires of support 
— he said the uncounted number was in 
“ the high thousands” — appeared to 
be a direct, quick response from the 
“great silent m ajority” supporting the 
President’s course. 
Ziegler said a White House assistant 
whose tenure dated back to the Truman 
era reported he had never seen the like 
of the flow of messages. 
Nixon, displaying the wires with arm s 
sweeping out wide, told reporters: ‘T his 
can be most effective in bringing the 
war to an end.” 
In obvious .good spirits, he opened a 
few of the wires while reporters and 
photographers gathered around. He said 
the major theme of all was “ We are 
silent Americans who are behind you. ” 
“ About 50 per cent used the term si­ 
lent A m ericans,” he said. 
He also held up a long, yellow roll 
of paper he described as “the longest 
wire in history.” He said it came from 
“ some fellow in Colorado” who got 20,- 
066 signatures on it pledging support 
to Nixon. 
In his speech, Nixon seemed to aban­ 
don hopes of a peace breakthrough at the 
Paris talks, but he told reporters today 
“ the diplomatic track” is still open. 
He added that “ the train would move on 
that track on a much faster pace in 
direct 
relation of the support of the 
people of the United States.” 
The Nixon approach was sharply criti- 
cized by most of his previous critics 
and praised by his supporters. Sen. J. 
William Fulbright, D-Ark., said todayhe 
would 
schedule new Vietnam hearings 
soon by his Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 
Nixon was asked if any of the mes­ 
sages opposed his stand. He held up 
a three-inch stack of 
wires and said; 
“These think we ought to get out now.” 
But he put a hand on another thr< e- 
foot pile of telegram s and said, “At 


least these think we are on the right 
track .” 
In Saigon, President Nguyen Van Thieu 
of South Vietnam said the speech was 
one of the greatest ever by a U.S. 
president and the Nixon policy was one 
on which 
he and 
Nixon “ completely 
agreed upon.” 
As expected, both the Viet Cong and 
North 
Vietnamese 
representatives in 
P aris condemned the speech as portend­ 
ing American plans to prolong and inten­ 
sify the war. Henry Cabot Lodge, the 
U.S. ambassador tothe ParisT alks, call­ 
ed the Communist response disappoint­ 
ing. 


Nixon rejected demands for a total 
Immediate American pull-out as a course 
that would lead to “ m assacres” inSouth 
Vietnam and lead to Communist aggres­ 
sion in other areas. He specifically men­ 
tioned Berlin, the Middle East and “ even­ 
tually even in the Western Hemisphere.” 


“ For the future of peace, precipitate 
withdrawal would be a disaster of im­ 
mense magnitude,” he said in a broad­ 
cast from the White House. The speech 
had arroused great public expectations 
because it was announced three weeks in 
advance.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) -S h e riff's depu­ 
ties today investigated three main leads 
in the search for a missing boy whose 
mother already is charged with aban­ 
doning tier 5-year-old daughter on a busy 
freeway. 
The woman, Mrs. Betty I>ouise Fou- 
quet, 26, has refused on advice of her 
court-appointed attorney to answer ques­ 
tions about the whereabouts of her son, 
Jeffrey, 8, who has not been seen for 
months. 
Deputies, suspecting foul play, dug up 
the backyard of the Fouquet home in the 
Bell Gardens section of Los Angeles and 
found a number of bones in a space about 
four feet apart. 
Coroner Thomas T. Noguchi said his 
office was “ not excluding the possibility” 
that some of the bone fragments might 
be human but that- six of the specimens 
he examined definitely were not. 
The coroner said further tests would 
be made today on the rest of the bones, 
some of which “ seem to have configura­ 
tions consistent with young age.” 
Sheriff’s Sgt. 
Donald Cannon said 
the bones were discovered buried 24 to 
32 inches in the ground near the rear 
door of the house. He said the sole of a 
small tennis shoe also was uncovered. 
The boy’s sister, blonde-haired Jody 
“ Smith,” 5, was found clinging to a fence 
a*ong the Los 
Angeles Bakersfield 


freeway Oct. 25. Police said she had 
been told to wait until someone picked 
her up and then tell them her name was 
“Smith.” 
The Fouquets were 
later 
arrested 
after a neighbor recognized a picture of 
Jody in a newspaper. 
The leads deputies were concentrating 
on today were: 
-^Another child of Mrs. Fouquet, Tim ­ 
othy, 7, said Jeffrey’s “ real m other” 
was in West Virginia and that the child 
had been left there. 
-Jody said Jeffrey had been “left in a 
house with a lot of sta irs.” 
—Neighbors of the Fouquets in Bell 
Gardens said they understood the boy 
was killed in an auto accident. 
Jody, Jeffrey and Timothy were chil­ 
dren of Mrs. Fouquet’s first m arriage 
to Billy Joe Lansdown of Camas Valley, 
Ore. She left him about five years ago 
and is now the common law wife of 
Ronald Fouquet, 31, wno also is being 
held in jail in Bakersfield on child 
abandonment charges. 
Mrs. Fouquet, who Is pregnant, has 
had two other children, Rhonda, 3, and 
Jason, six months, since leaving Lans­ 
down.

SAIGON 
(UPI)— North 
Vietnamese 
troops surged out of their Cambodian 
sanctuaries today and attacked four Am­ 
erican 
base 
camps 
in 
the heaviest 
assaults in recent weeks. They killed 
three Americans and wounded 61 but 
lost 152 men. 
The attacks that military spokesmen 
called a “ high point” were coupled with 
45 shelling attacks across the country 
and coincided with President Nixon’s 
warning that: 
“ Hanoi could make no greater mis­ 
take than to assume that an increase 
in violence will be to its own advantage.” 
The fighting was located from 35 to 
60 m iles northwest of Saigon along the 
Cambodian border where the Commun­ 
ists were believed to have massed troops 
and 
supplies 
for 
a winter-spring 
campaign sometime in November. 
Captured documents indicated the bat­ 
tered city of Phuoc Long was a major 
object of the attack since the Viet Cong 
still holds no large town as a seat 
for its so-called “ Provisional Revolu­ 
tionary Government.” They have tried 


and failed many times to take Phouc 
Long. 
Today’s four attacks apparently were 
not considered the start of an offensive. 
When there is an unusually high splurge 
of Communist activity the military call* 
it a “ high point,” The last was Sept. 
4-5. 
By stepping up the shelling attack* 
and continuing their border push the 
Communists 
apparently 
risked 
the 
“ strong and e-#?ctive m easures” Nixon 
promised in retaliation, and threatened 
to slow the pace of the U.S. withdrawal 
from the war.

Authors 
will face 
contempt

federal 
judge 
has 
told 
the 
young authors of an article 
linking San Francisco Mayor 
Joseph Alioto to Mafia figures 
that 
if they wish to protect 
their sources, they will have to 
risk contempt of court action. 
U.S. 
Dist. 
Judge 
Bruce 
Thompson, brought from Reno, 
Nev., to hear Alioto’s $12.5 
million suit over the article, 
Monday 
made 
a 
variety of 
decisions regarding the involv­ 
ed case. 
One of his rulings was that 
authors Richard Carlson and 
Lance Brisson will have to 
decide themselves whether to 
risk contempt of court in order 
to 
protect 
the 
names 
of 
informants. The judge declared 
that “there is no way they can 
put that monkey on the court’s 
back." 
Carlson and Brisson had said 
three 
persons 
might 
be in 
physical danger if their names 
were disclosed. 
“ The authors have it in their 
power to protect these people,” 
Thompson said. “ All they have 
to do is refuse to answer and 
take 
the 
consequences. The 
consequences (contempt cita­ 
tions) in any case will not be as 
serious as the consequences to 
the informants, according to 
the affidavits, if the authors do 
testify.” 
However, the judge did order 
that the depositions be taken in 
private until he could determine 
if 
any 
innocent 
parties, as 
distinguished from the three 
informants might be injured by 
the disclosures. 
He said preliminary deposi­ 
tions would be taken Nov. 13-14 
at 
which 
time the authors’ 
records would be turned over to 
the 
mayor's attorney. Final 
depositions concerning matters 
mentioned 
in 
the 
research 
records will be taken Dec. 1 in 
Thompson’s courtroom 
with 
public and press barred. 
The 
judge 
also 
denied a 
defense motion to dismiss the 
libel suit, shortened the text of 
Alioto’s complaint, and gave 
Look Magazine 20 days to file 
an answer. 
In addition, Gardner Cowles, 
head of Cowles Communica­ 
tions, 
Inc., 
and publisher of 
Look, 
was 
dropped 
as 
a 
defendant in the suit, with the 
consent of Alioto’s attorney. 
Judge Thompson also got an 
estimate 
from 
the 
mayor’s 
attorney that the trial will take 
from two to four weeks. He 
said that a trial date could be 
set early in December and the 
judge indicated he might favor 
an early March start.

Daring policeman captures gunman

Three police captains and a 
daring 
sergeant 
subdued 
a 
convicted 
murderer 
on 
a 
narrow stairwav Monday, end­ 
ing a three-hour siege during 
which the escaped convict held 
50 officers at bay with a rifle, 
dynamite and two hostages. 
There were no injuries inthe 
sudden climax to the drama 
which began 17 hours earlier 
when Robert C. Crump, who 
killed his wife in 1959, "just 
walked away” from a Sonoma 
County 
prison 
camp 
after 
threatening his 17-year-old step­ 
daughter. 


Sgt 
Joseph 
Molinelli sur­ 
prised Crump, 41, while the 
convict 
was 
engaged 
in 
a 
telephone conversation with the 
girl, 
Linda Butler, on 
the 


stairway 
of 
an 
apartment 
where she resided. 
“ He was sitting on the top 
step with the rifle across his 
lap,” Molinelli said. “I turned 
my back to him live I was 
going back down the stairs. 
Then 
I 
swung 
around 
and 
grabbed the gun and pushed it 
against the wall.” 
Captains Martin Lee, 
Hugh 
Elbert and Kenneth Fahs, who 
were standing on the stairway 
during Crump’s telephone con­ 
versation, helped the sergeant 
overpower the convict. 
“ It was very close,” said 
Lee. "If the sergeant was a 
half-second slower it could have 
been a different story.” 
Crump was turned over to

says analysis of the lunar 
soil samples brought back by 
the Apollo 11 moon mission sup­ 
ports the theory that the moon 
once was part of the earth. 
Dr. John O Keefe of NASA 
said 
Monday that the moon 
theory would explain why both 
the earth’s crust and the moon 
are deficient in precious metals 
and nickel and cobalt. He said 
it would also explain indica­ 
tions of intense heat in the 
moon’s formation. 


In 
a 
lecture at Northern 
Illinois Univesity, 
the NASA 
scientist explained that 
iron 
containing nickel and col alt is 
concentrated 
in 
the 
earth’s 
core, where it settled when the 
planet was a molten mass. 
O’ Keefe said the fact that 
precious metals “are missing 
on the moon suggests that the 
moon came out of that part of 
the 
earth 
that 
had 
been 
deprived 
of 
those 
precious 
metals, 
and of nickel 
and 
cobalt.’’ Therefore, he conclud­ 
ed, the moon ’ was produced by 
breaking off from the earth.”

spiring to incite riots at the 
1968 Democratic National Con­ 
vention made some progress 
for the first time in four days. 
Seale had been gagged and 
shackled Wednesday, Thursday 
and 
Friday 
because 
of his 
vehement 
insistence 
he had 
fired William Kunstler as his 
attorney, wanted Charles R. 
Garry of San Francisco for 
counsel and would act as his 
own attorney since Garry was 
ill. 
Garry, recovering from a gall 
bladder operation and unable to 
come to Chicago, had said he 
would file a U.S. District Court 
suit today asking Seale not be 
bound and gagged because it 
violated 
his 
constitutional 
rights. 
There 
was no explanation 
why Seale was not bound and 
gagged Monday. He was much 
more subdued in insisting he is 
his 
own 
attorney, 
and U.S. 
District Court Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman was more restrained, 
too, in denying Seale’s claim. 
When defense attorney Leo­ 
nard 
I. 
Weinglass 
renewed 
demands that Seale be permit­ 
ted to defend himself, Judge 
Hoffman denied the motion and 
said to Seale: 
“ I ask you-4 implore you-to 
conduct yourself so we can go 
on smoothly in this trial.” 
Seale said he would continue 
to try to defend himself. He 
acknowledged 
he 
had called 
Hoffman 
a “fascist” 
and a 
“ pig” but he did so because “ I 
am trying to persuade you to 
let me defend myself.” 
At one point, Seale rose to 
cross-examine 
a government 
witness 
after 
Kunstler 
and 
Weinglass finished their ques­ 
tioning. The jury was excused 
and Hoffman warned:.“ I shall 
have to deal appropriately with 
the situation” — recalling his 
earlier warnings before Seale 
was bound and gagged. 
“ I still request the right to 
cross-examine 
the witness,” 
Seale said, but he sat down and 
the jury was brought back in. 
In a statement by Garry, 
read by Weinglass, the San 
Francisco 
attorney 
said he 
could not come to Chicago, and 
even 
if 
he 
could, 
“ my 
participation could in no way 
cure the fundamental prosecu- 
tional infirmities with which it 
(the trial) is already plagued.” 
In a hand-written statement, 
Seale said later he had not 
intended to disrupt the trial. “I 
did not think I would be bound 
and gagged. I thought Hoffman 
would at least listen to me. The 
problem 
is that the fascist 
corrupt pig judge changes the 
law serving all the people.” 
Seale did not say what he 
meant by "changes the law.”

warned 
Hanoi

timetable would be interrupted 
and the United States would

pullout. 
Nixon called this ” a plan 
which will bring the war to an 
end regardless of what happens 
on the negotiating front.” 
In his 
May 14 address in 
Vietnam,

President had 
emphasized his proposals for a 
negotiated 
peace, 
involving 
mutual withdrawals by Hanoi 
and the United States and a 


political settlement worked out 
by the Saigon Government and 
the Viet Cong. 
Monday 
night 
he 
put his 
emphasis on a plan for staged 
U.S. withdrawal over a period 
of time—with honor. 
In effect, he has come to 
terms with reality. 
He recognized

States must get out of Vietnam

Mitchelson said he became 
interested in the case for its 
“ humanitarian 
aspects 
after 
reading news accounts which 
indicated Minichiello is mental­ 
ly disturbed.”

Tuesday told a Rome prosecu­ 
tor 
he 
was 
repentant 
for 


staging a spectacular Califor- 
nia-to-Italy hijack last week. 
“ Yes, I am sorry,” assistant 
prosecutor Massimo Carli quot­ 
ed Minichiello as telling him 
during interrogation in Queen of 
Heaven Prison at Rome. “ But I 
am happy I made it to Italy.” 
Carli 
said the Naples-born 
Minichiello told him he hijacked 
the Trans World Airlines jet 
over California last Friday and 
forced the crew to fly him to 
Rome because “he felt he was 
a victim of injustice at the 
hands of the Marines.” 
Minichiello disappeared from 
the 
Camp Pendleton Marine 
base last Thursday where he 


was facing court martial on 
larceny 
and 
housebreaking 
charges. 


Mrs. 
Minichiello 
and her 
daughter applied for renewal of 
their 
passports Monday and 
hoped to be able to pick them 
up today. 
Although they have lived in 
the United States since 1963, 
they still are Italian citizens. 


Mrs. Minichiello works in a 
macaroni factory and Anna ffc a 
junior in high school. Rafaelle’s 
80-year-old father returned to 
Italy recently and lives near 
Naples.

More mental health services sought 


“ We’re not delivering enough 
mental health services to the 
county,” 
Dr. 
Norbert 
Mc­ 
Namara, county mental health 
services director informed the 
county supervisors Monday. 
“ The state money is there 
for 
us, 
but 
we’re 
getting 
the short end of it,” he added. 
County supervisors approved 
his request for a transfer of 
$250,000 from the $1.4 million 
budget to allow new and expand­ 
ed outpatient programs. 
At the same time, Dr. Mc­ 
Namara 
told 
First 
District 
Supervisor George H. Clyde, in 
response to a question about 
unified new county social ser­ 
vices in Carpinteria, that his 
office “ expected to make more 
service once the new program 
starts.” 
County Administrative 
Of­ 
ficer Raymond D. Johnson said 
he wished to commend Dr. Mc­ 
Namara for “ forward thinking 
and 
planning” 
in the three- 
month 
period the new mental 


health services director has 
been in office. He urged the ex­ 
panded programs be adopted. 
The County Mental Health Ad­ 
visory committee had previous­ 
ly endorsed the move. 
Dr. McNamara explained that 
the revisions involve transfer 
of $250,000 from impatient ser­ 
vices to the outpatient program 
because latter needs have been 
found to be much greater than 
anticipated. 
He said the expanded program 
will include doubling capacity 
of the day treatment center in 
Santa Barbara for the South 
Coast area, and setting up of a 
similar center in the north coun­ 
ty. The Santa Barbara expansion 
is projected for Jan. 1 of next 
year and the north county center 
would be activated next April 
1.

This 
modernization

familiar phrase from western 
pictures fits what’s going on in 
the way of new dental research. 
You’ve 
been 
hearing, 
of 
course,

commercials, of enzymes and 
how effective they are for a 
cleaner wash. Little has been 
said to date about enzymes in 
another type of cleanliness-of 
the teeth. But, a dental clinic in 
St. Louis, scientists are testing 
enzymes 
for 
their use 
in 
reducing plaque, the precursor 
of many dental disorders. 
They’re 
also 
using 
light 
reflectance 
to 
measure 
the 
cleanliness of teeth right in the 
mouth. The method has been 
used 
before 
but 
only 
on 
extracted teeth or removable 
dental bridges, scientists say. 
Dental plaque is a soft film 
derived from the action of ever 
present bacteria in the mouth. 
It becomes a problem when not 
removed regularly and when 
food particles left on the teeth 
step up bacterial growth. 
Numerous dental disorders 
can originate in plaque. The 
film, 
left 
on the teeth for 
sufficient time, becomes tartar. 
Proliferation of bacteria re­ 
sults in gum infec tion, tooth de­ 
cay, and other periodontal ail­ 
ments. 
The work of the St. Louis 
clinic researchers is told in the 
current issue of a Monsanto Co. 
Magazine. The firm is a major

Another spot that is receiving 
catfish is Lake Jennings in San 
Diego County where 2,ООО young 
blue catfish are swimming a r­ 
ound. A species which grow to 
50 pounds and better in some 
areas, they are the first type 
to be planted in California. 
Another 2,000 channel catfish 
were released in the sam e lake 
for a future comparison of the 
two species of cats. 
Biologists say that anglers 
who think they have caught blue 
cats were probably m isled by 
the so-called “ blue phase” of 
the channel catfish. 
The blue 
catfish is a good table fish 
and is often called the forktail 
catfish and is known to have 
reached weights of nearly 100 
pounds. Its color shades from 
a dusky blue to a silvery white 
belly and at no time does it 
have black spots of the young and 
adult channel catfish. 
HUNTING 
Waterfowl hunting in the re­ 
serves has quieted after the 
opener. It is not because of a 
shortage of birds but as a re­ 
sult of bluebird weather.

It's open season 
happy exile 
is over 
on quarterbacks 


N EW Y O R K — (N EA ) — It 
was last summer when that 
Life magazine piece came 
out and a guy who writes 
film scripts read it, put it 
aside and said what kind of 
terrific Kafkaesque movie it 
would be, “ The Life of Con­ 
nie Hawkins.” 
Most sport followers knew 
that Hawkins had been in 
some kind of “ trouble” with 
gamblers and had left col­ 
lege as a freshman to drift 
into professional basketball 
with the American Basket­ 
ball League (now defunct), 
the Harlem Globe Trotters 
and the American Basketball 
Association. But not the es­ 
tablished 
National 
Basket­ 
ball Association—which stig­ 
matized him. 
Well, what the magazine 
piece did was to reveal Haw­ 
kins as a naive, or possibly 
just pristine, young fellow 
who, like Kafka’s Joseph K 
in the novel, “ The T rial,” 
was accused of something he 
knew n o t h i n g about, then 
made to feel guilty about it 
and finally, worst of all, to 
suffer the a b s u r d conse­ 
quences. 
Several months later, how­ 
ever, the Hawkins story can 
now be taken out of the Kaf­ 
kaesque mold and inserted 
in the reels of Doris Day. 
“ The Life of Connie Haw­ 
kins” has a happy ending. 
Hawkins, a f t e r frightening 
the NBA with a $6 million 
law 
suit, 
this season ac­ 
cepted a five-year, $1.5 mil­ 
lion contract to play for the 
N BA ’s Phoenix Suns, nearly 
10 years after he left the 
University of Iowa. 


“ I ’m just happy I ’m play­ 
in’ in the league,” he said, 
after a recent game. “ I ’ve 
not forgotten the last eight, 
nine years. I ’ve just thrown 
them out of my mind. Now 
that I ’m in the NBA, I have 
to prove things to myself, 
that I can do the things that 
I ’ve thought I could do and 
never had the chance. And 
do them every night consist­ 
ently.” 
Those who had seen Haw­ 
kins in years past had noth­ 
ing but praise for his bas­ 
ketball t a l e n t s . “ He is,” 
said Sam Jones, recently re ­ 
tired from the Boston Cel 
tics, “ a big Oscar Robert­ 
son.”

“ Everybody expects him 
to be God, the way they did 
when Bill Bradley first came 
into

said 
Johnny Kerr, Phoenix coach. 
“ It takes time.” 
Watching H a w k i n s play 
now. there are several things 
that leap to the eye. First, 
his movements are velvety 
on the court. Secondly, his 
hands are so large that to 
say he holds a basketball 
like a grape is only some­ 
what 
of an 
exaggeration. 
Third, his jump shot is sweet 
and when he drives, his sin­ 
ewy, 6-8 body somehow takes 
up the whole lane and he is 
up so high he seems to float 
down past the basket, drop­ 
ping the ball through the net 
as he does 
You also must notice his 
mutton chops, which would 
be very comfortable if heat­ 
ing systems in places like 
Madison 
Square G a r d e n 
went on the fritz. 
But you notice, too. that 
Hawkins does not move very 
much for the ball, does not 
work much to get a shot off 
when he gets the ball, passes 
off a great deal (and. well, 
too) and also does not seeni 
to get set up by his play* 
makers very much, either.

W’irtz, 
the LPGA’s tourna­ 
ment director, admits it: 
Overflow 
from 
the mush­ 
rooming Professional Golfers’ 
Association player - division in 
the form of a men’s satellite 
tour could eventually kill wom­ 
en's pro golf. 
“ It’s 
definitely 
within the 
realm of possibility,’’ W'irtz 
says. “ There’s only X-amount 
of anything available. Whereas 
the men’s tour once stuck pri­ 
marily to the big cities for 
tournament sites, now they’re 
reaching 
into 
the 
same 
size market areas that we use to 
sell their satellite tour.” 
Tallahassee, Fla., for exam­ 
ple, recently turned down a bid 
to sponsor an LPGA 
tourna­ 
ment. Later, the city agreed 
to sponsor a men’s satellite 
tournament. 
A quiet competition has al­ 
ways existed between the male 
and female tours, but there was 
never any danger of a direct 
confrontation. They lived in sep­ 
arate income tax brackets. The 
men played the big towns for big 
money and the girls played Hat­ 


tiesburg, Miss., for $12,000. 
The only connection bet ween the 
two was a question, most oft­ 
en asked by the women: 
“ W’ho would you rather watch 
play golf, a big old moose of a 
man or a sweet-swinging girl in 
a miniskirt ” ’ 
The question no longer is 
asked 
lightly. 
“ Now,” says 
Wirtz, “ we're in direct compe­ 
tition. We weren’t before.” Now

Three men with Peace Corps 
backgrounds will join in a week- 
long recruitment program for 
Peace Corps candidates at Cali­ 
fornia State Polytechnic College 
this week (Nov. 3-8). 
Objective of the recruitment 
effort will be to secure volun­ 
teers who wish to participate 
in an on-cam pus training pro­ 
gram preparatory to serving 
in Thailand. The participants 
would 
continue 
with 
their 
regular education and would re­ 
ceive the Peace Corps prepara­ 
tion 
through 
a 
series of 
seminars. 


Dr. Dean Piper of the Cal Poly 
Soil Science Department faculty 
will coordinate the on-campus 
training program, if sufficient 
volunteers can be recruited. 
On campus during the com­ 
ing week will be Don Lydic, 
Peace Corps agricultural re­ 
cruiter for the Western United 
States; Robert Charles, reg­ 
ional director for the Peace 
Corps in Northeast Thailand; 
and Fred Perry, 
agricultural 
consultant with 
the 
Peace 
Corps, Washington, D.C. 
Lydic served three years with 
the Peace Corps in Columbia 
and has travelled extensively 
in Venzuela, Brazil, Uruguay, 
Argentina, Bolivia, Peru and 
Panama. A native of Nebraska, 
he has a Bachelor of Science 
Degree in Soil Conservation 
from 
the 
University 
of 
Nebraska. 


Prior to his assignment in 
Thailand, Charles worked in 
training programs for Peace 
Corps volunteers to Thailand 
at Northern Illinois University. 
Perry served witfi the Peace 
Corps as a teacher trainer from 
1962-64. He also has served as 
director of the Office of Econ­ 
omic 0{^ortunities South Pac­ 
ific region, working in Micron­ 
esia. 
Piper has worked with Peace 
Corps programs in India, Nep­ 
al, and Morocco. 


If sufficient interest is shown, 
the on-campus training program 
for agricultural Peace Corps 
volunteers for the Mekong Riv­ 
er area of Thailand will be im­ 
plemented in the winter quarter 
at Cai Poly, beginning Jan. 5. 
Students would become ac­ 
quainted with Thai customs and 
language and other pertinent in­ 
formation during seminars held 
during the Winter and Spring 
quarters. The enrolled students 
would continue to follow their 
regular course of study in their 
major. 
Upon graduation, the students 
would undergo an intensive lan­ 
guage training session and then 
would participate in a Thai

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Mayor by election 


The Lompoc City Council tonight will take up a proposal 
by Councilman Richard C. Jacoby to change the present man­ 
ner in which a mayor of our community is selected. 
Councilman Jacoby proposes that the mayor be elected by 
popular vote of all of the people, separate from running as a 
member of the City Council. 
The reasoning behind such a proposal is difficult to deter­ 
mine. The only definitive change we can see is that it makes 
the selection of a mayor a “personality” contest. His duties 
will not change. He will still be a member of the city council. 
He will not, however, if such a proposal is voted by the people, 
be selected mayor by his council colleagues. 


A disadvantage which is quite apparent In the proposal is 
that it could conceivably eliminate well qualified people from 
city council positions because they have been defeated in the 
popularity conte'^t for mayor. 


Perhaps it is Mr. Jacoby’s position that a mayor would 
conceivably have more power if elected separately by the 
people. If so, we would ask why such power is needed. 
Historically, Lompoc’s city government has not experienced 
any difiicuiiy over the present manner of selecting a mayor nor 
his performance after selection. 
It would be well to leave things alone.

When Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers proposed Geneva or Vienna, but 
settled on Helsinki, as the site for the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks with 
the Soviet Union he took a calculated 
risk. But behind the scenes, a very grim 
risk it is, indeed, and Mr. Rogers knows 
the reason. 
Nine-tenths of all Russia is in Asia, 
and there is a high Oriental content in 
the Kremlin frame of mind. This is true 
of detail as well as principle. 
Across a perod of 
four 
years I 
sat 
through 
countless 
negotiations with the 
Russians in Switzer­ 
land. The Soviet an­ 
tagonist 
begins by 
carefully 
selecting 
what appears to the 
Western mind to be a 
small 
point. It is, 
however, his testing 
pitch. 
If you give in he 
interprets the give- 
in as weakness. His 
strategy is to get you 
accustomed to giving 
in and he tries to 
start the habit of concessions. Then he 
expands his demands from the moment 
forward. 
As this column has stated before, 
the Kremlin men systematized this tech­ 
nique and are masters of it. It is the 
Oriental technique of gradualism. Ac­ 
custom people to retreating and you 
cannot only push them out of firm posi­ 
tions but they will even begin to believe 
that ducking into dooreays is really 
much better than walking down the street. 
The Soviet never asked for these Nov­ 
ember 17 nuclear control talks. We did- 
more than a year ago with Mr. Rogers 
continuing to prob Soviet Ambassador to 
Washington Anatoly F. Dobrynin again 
and again. 
Accordingly, Korea represents a con­ 
sequential 
example of the calculated 
risk now taken. Again and again we prod­ 
ded Red China and North Korea for a 
Korean truce. Ultimately, we asked the 
North Koreans to meet us aboard the Dan­ 
ish hospital ship Jutlandia in the harbor 
of Pusan. Washington filled the world’s 
radio channels with this plea, in all 
dialects and around the clock. Even so, 
the enemy did not reply for five days. 
The morning alter we began our plea 
I was with Gen. Douglas MacArthur at 
his New York office. Thoroughly under­ 
standing the Oriental mentality, he pre­ 
dicted— and Instantly— what the North 
Korean negotiators would do. 
“ We specifically proposed a meeting 
place,” General MacArthur told me,” 
“ and we shall have to watch out for 
that. In my opinion, the North Koreans 
will lay the groundwork for the talks 
by refusing to meet us at Pusan. They 
will substitute some otl\gr location. This 
will be their test pitch. And it will pro­ 
bably be some place near their country 
that makes us 'come to them.’ If we 
give in, the talks will go on indefinitely 
and with our negotiators on the defens­ 
ive fiom the very opening moment.” 
As MacArthur predicted, the Reds 
did grasp at the single specific and did 
blackball it, just as I saw them do 
later when they blackballed an oblong 
table and insisted on a round table at 
the opening of the Geneva conference. 
The North Koreans insisted on their 
own choice of location. We gave in. And 
the talks were stalled for nearly 
two 
years. 
In addition, in the Helsinki concurr­ 
ence, Mr. Rogers knows we face extrem­ 
ely complex communications with Wash­ 
ington and a grim security problem. 
In the Iron Curtain countries (and 
surely Helsinki would qualify for this 
conference) secrecy inside the Ameri­ 
can embassies requires a “ fish bowl” 
to be built Inside the Embassy. The U.S. 
officials must look themselves Inside 
a plastic ball. 
This “ fish bowl” is built in a guard­ 
ed room and is further protected by an 
atmospheric pressure-alarm system so 
sensitive that a bell Will ring in the dele­ 
gation’s guarded quarters if even a slip 
of paper moves wltliin the enclosure when 
it is supposed to be empty. 
The shiny transparent 
ball stands 
several feet from the floor on plastic 
legs and does not touch the ceiling 


or walls. It is a self-contained clrcuit- 
breaker large enough to hold a dozen 
plastic chairs around a plastic con­ 
ference Table. There is no metal in 
it, no communications wires. The lights 
inside are neon tubes hinged from the 
top of the “ fish bowl.” for a neoi tube 


near a voice will jam any known elec­ 
tronic eavesdropping device.

NEW YORK (NEA> 
More than 50 years after Lenin told 
Communists that the subversion of demo­ 
cratic society justified ‘ any ruse, cun­ 
ning, unlawful method or the conceal­ 
ment of the truth,” university presi­ 
dents still cling to the hope that peace 
in Vietnam will bring peace to the 
college campus. 
Most Americans, students Included,

But will peace in 
Vietnam — or draft 
reforms and courses

pro-Chinese ‘ Worker-Student Alliance” 
and the pro-Russian 
‘ Revolutionary 
Youth Movement” is of little interest 
to Americans. What is important is that 
the pro-Russian American Communist 
Party is trying to gain Influence among 
radical students. 


Ignored for 50 years by American la­ 
bor, the Muscovites have come to the 
conclusion that the New Left and Negro 
militants like the Black Panthers are 
their only potential partisans for the 
immediate future. But even this new 
policy originated in Moscow and not in 
New York. 
The Kremlin’s first reactions to youth 
unrest in the West were quite negative 
and rioting students were castigated as 
‘ Maoists,” “ anarchists” and‘Trotsky­ 
ists.’ The new Soviet policy is to re ­ 
cruit radical white students and black 
militants in the service of Moscow’s 
goals. 


According to FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoov­ 
er, the ‘ senseless plunder” of American 
campuses will continue even should P res­ 
ident Nixon withdraw all troops from 
Vietnam. 
One need not be an uncritical admir­ 
er of Hoover to acknowledge that he is 
one man who knows the plans of the 
totalitarian left. He is believed to have 
undercover agents in high councils of the 
pro-Moscow American Communist P ar­ 
ty. 
What Hoover apparently knows—and 
this is increasingly clear to specialists 
on communism — is that some major 
universities have become a battleground 
between rival Marxist-Leninist factions. 
Both groups, it should be emphasized, 
represent only the tiniest müiorlty of 
American students. But their programs 
are “ revolutionary action.” They are 
well-organized professionals skillful at 
provocation and publicity. 
Since the recent split in the Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS>, the com­ 
peting groups are known to have made 
plans to escalate campus disorders in 
order to demonstrate who can be the 
more revolutionary. 
The Ideological quarrel between the 


According to the authoritative journ­ 
al, World Economics aiul International 
Relations, the anarchism of students is 
only temporary. ‘ Through their contact 
with Marxism - Llninism, students and 
black militants will become a strong 
force in the service of communism,” 
the Soviet journal says. 
This is also the view of Yuri Zhukov 
who usually speaks for the Kremlin. He 
describes the Black Panther program as 
‘ anarchism with all its inherent extrem­ 
ism .” Yet he urges the Muscovites In 
the United States to work with such 
groups. 


The Panthers, who need financial and 
legal aid, are apparently ready to re­ 
spond. 
Says Bobby Seale, Jailed Black Panth­ 
er leader: 
‘ ‘We dig communism. We do have some 
criticism of the American Communist 
Party, and lately they have related to 
some of the criticism .” 
It is thus an illusion to assume that 
a withdrawal of some 60,000 men from 
Vietnam or a reform of the draft sys­ 
tem will ‘ buy time” for Nixon and the 
harassed college authorities.
